N E W S OF T H E M O R N I N G . 


A heavy frost on Sunday night did much 
damage to the crops of the Northwest. 
The Arlington House, at W atkins’ Glen, 
was burned on Sunday night. 
The Porte has accepted the proposition of 
the friendly Powers to counsel submission on 
the part of the insurgents. 
A m an named Joseph I,avi was blown to 
pieces while firing a salute at a political meet­ 
ing at Merced on Saturday evening. 
New York dlsputchcs report an alarming 
increase of crime in that city. 
T. G. Phelps, Republican candidate for Gov­ 
ernor, will speak in this city on Wednesday 
evening next. 
The Ohio river lias began to recede; also the 
Cumberland and Red rivers. 
The new postal cards are issued. They are 
superior in many respects to those now In 
use.In Texas four Indians captured two men, 
two women and two children, and murdered 
ull but one woman. 
The ringleaders of the negro band in Geor­ 
gia are now in the hands of the civil authori­ 
ties and all fears of trouble seem at an end. 
At Reno, Nevada, yesterday, two men 
named Mooney and Raymond had a shooting 
scrape, in which an innocent m an named 
Frederick Twigg was killed. 
General Sheridan had a brilliant reception 
yesterday in San Francisco. 


F rank Pixley has severed his con­ 
nection with the editorial department 
of the Chronicle, an act which reduces 
the editorial power of that paper from 
first class to fifth rate. 


The Eepress claims that it is sup­ 
ported by the people of Los Angeles. 
That’s too thin. The Express is pub­ 
lished at the expense of F. P. F. T e m ­ 
p l e and J o h n P. J o n e s. 


We said, when Gen. McConnell was nomi­ 
nated for the Assembly, that he was too im­ 
portant a man for the position, and the more 
we think of it the more entirely we believe 
it.—Express. 
That seems to be the general impres­ 
sion as to one of the editors of the Ex­ 
press 


A one cent paper called The Morn 
■mg Ledger, has made Its appearance 
in San Francisco. It contains twen­ 
ty-four columns of reading matter; no 
advertisements. The Ledger Is a 
morning edition of the Post. 


T h e Sacramento Rcc says all well 
Informed persons admit that the Re­ 
publican ticket is gaining ground. 
It will have to gain a great deal of 
grouud—more than B id w e l l’s 23,000 
acres—to have the ghost of a chance 
for election. 


T h e San Diego World has some ex­ 
ceedingly caustic remarks about the 
T e m p l e -b r ik r l y organ of this city— 
the Express. Still, we suppose as long 
as B h ie r l y ’s counsel and T e m p l e ’s 
money holds out the Express will live 
to send forth columns of verbosity 
about the Republican-Independent 
party in general and T e m p l e and 
H o c g h t o n in particular. 


I t is none ofour business and we on­ 
ly allude to it as a matter of news, but 
there is great dissatisfaction among 
the Republican-Independents over the 
fact that all the candidates on Mr. B r i- 
e r l y ’s ticket are being traded off for 
votes for Mr. T e m p l e . The Federal 
office ring are willing to sacrifice the 
entire ticket for H o u o h to n and T e m ­ 
p l e —one for political effect and the 
other for his money. 


T h e Republican-Independent con­ 
vention nominated Mr. Y o u n g for 
supervisor, but it subsequently trans­ 
pired that Mr. Y o u n g was of Demo­ 
cratic proclivities and this did not meet 
the wishes of the Federal Officers 
who are running the so called Inde­ 
pendent ticket. So the county com­ 
mittee was called on and Mr. Y o u n o’s 
name stricken off the ticket and that 
of Col. J. Q,. A. S t a n l e y substituted. 
The manner in which this was done is 
characteristically independent. Seven 
members of the committee met and 
on a motion to nominate Col. S t a n ­ 
l e y four voted aye and three no. The 
vote was taken while two of the com­ 
mittee who were known to oppose a 
change on the ticket were coming up 
stairs. There is nothing like indepen­ 
dence. The Independent leaders don’t 
care what are a man’s politics so he is 
a Republican. A man who is not a 
Republican they get off- the ticket by 
a trick. 


No Independent Party Here. 


Nothing more clearly illustrates 
how easily parties over reach them­ 
selves in attempting to secure the 
privileges they condemn in others, 
than the efforts of the so called Inde­ 
pendents to force everybody to vote 
for their candidates while they in­ 
veigh from the stump against party 
rule and the party whip. In truth 
there never existed a party in which 
the party whip was used more vigor­ 
ously aud more unmercifully than in 
the Independent party of California. 
At their primaries in this city the In­ 
dependents used on all who would 
stand it a pledge of the strongest iron­ 
clad proclivities and their candidates 
are now patroiing the county begging 
and scolding voters Into the ranks. 
In Ban Francisco the Bulletin, the In­ 
dependent state organ, is laying the 
lash on the backs of the refractory 
with the earnestness of a slave driver. 


In this city men are threatened with 
ostracism and future defeat if they do 
not vote the Independent-Republican 
ticket. This is maintaining the right 
of a man to vote and think as lie 
pleases with a vengeance. The truth 
is that when we get down to the un­ 
derlying principles of the organization, 
we find there is no Independent party 
in this county. What is called by 
that name is nothing more or less 
than the Republican party under the 
leadership of the Federal Office ring 
which is controlled by General Bou- 
ton and State Gauger B k ie r l y . We 
have heard it whispered that the real 
object of the riug iu electing Mr. 
T e m p l e to tlieTreasurership is because 
he is rich and they can therefore as­ 
sess him heavily for money to carry 
on the Republican Presidential cam ­ 
paign of next year. There is not 
much independence iu the 'Indepen­ 
dent party of Los Angeles county. 


Howard and Peel Vs. Wigginton. 
The vagaries of great men arc like 
the love of God. It was N a p o le o n , wre 
believe, who trembled at the sight of 
a cat; Senator B o o th turns pale when 
he sees a woman; General B id w e ll 
cannot drink whiskey—in public; 
F itc h and P ic k e r in g go into spasms 
if the word Chronicle is uttered in 
their hearing and the name of W io- 
o in to n affects General H o w a r d aud 
Coionel P e e l as the sight of water 
does a rabied spaniel, or a red shirt a 
Spanish bull. Those old “life long” 
Dmocrats find it incumbent on them 
to travel about the country telliug 
the people how they can and will vote 
for Governor 
S ta n f o r d ’s 
man, 
H o u g h to n . To those who heard Mr. 
W ig o in to n ’s speech in this city aud 
to those who have heard him speak 
anywhere, the following extracts made 
from the speeches of the Gen. and Col. 
at San Bernardino will read like a 
page from the “Arabian Nights.” 
The General who lias been a life long Dem­ 
ocrat, in his happy and telling manner 
pointed out the corruptions of 11 
two great 
political parties and showed the necessity 
of a change. He dwelt upon the importance 
of men being freemen, and of voting for 
themselves, instead of letting a clique, a 
Court House ring, vote for them , lie said they 
should vote for tlie best m en,let them he in 
whatever party they may be found. He then 
said that the great question in Southern Cal­ 
ifornia was the Texas Pacific Railroad, 
that it loomed up above all others, head and 
shoulders, and If we ever had a competing 
line It would be the Texas Pacific, built un­ 
der the Tom Scott hill. He showed that 
Wigginton was in the interest of the Central 
Pneifle, and that if Houghton was not elect­ 
ed, we could not get aeoinpeting line. 
Col Peel, for an hour, then addressed the 
audience in his very interesting manner. 
He told us he was a Democrat anil had been 
all his life, he was from Texas and fought in 
the Southern army, but thut he had come 
here to talk on tlie railroad question. When 
Wigginton made a speech in Los Angeles he 
luid a long talk with him privately, told him 
he was a Democrat and was anxious to see 
him ( W.) elected, hut he must come out for 
the Texas Railroad Bill. W. told him he 
did not understand the hill and could not 
say that he was for it, he told W, it was a 
question of more Importance than nil others. 
(Sometimeafterwards he met W. again and 
plead with him almost with tears to say he 
was far the Central Pacific and would do all 
he could to kill tlie Tom Scott hill, lie then 
wanted W. tosay that lie was in favor of the 
road being a competing line, and would op­ 
pose the Central Pacific controlling it. \V.

Mr. Peel said lie then left, tlie most dole­ 
ful and distressed man you ever saw and de­ 
termined to oppose W. He said the next 
morning many of his freimls called on him 
and tried to whip him buck to support Wig­ 
ginton. lie said lie had watched w. careful­ 
ly since, and he had been wiggling all around 
tills question from San Jose to San Diego. 
At San Jose he denounced the road; hut 
since then lie was a know nothing. 


Freaks of the ‘‘Express." 
Genius is proverbially erratic and 
the more genius the more of the 
Jumping Jack proclivities are notice­ 
able in the subject. This is what is 
the matter with the Express. There 
is genius on the Express. Not so 
much so as Is found in the average in­ 
sane asylum, but still a good deal.

To prove that títere is 
genius in every line of the Fxprcss we 
make the following extracts from its 
columns; 
Whenever you see the statement in a Dem- 
octntlc journal that the Democratic party In 
California will be successful this year by such 
and such a majority, you may know that lie 
sees some political tombstones around and 
is whistling to keep his iieart from sinking 
down into Els boots. 
A thousand majority for the Independent 
ticket, with the present zeal and work kept 
up to the day of election, Is a moderate cal­ 
culation. 
Constant readers of the Express know that 
we have taken no part whatever, except that 
of mere observers, in the contest between 
Mr. Houghton and Mr. Wegginton, us to 
which shall be the next Congressman from 
this district. 
F.very day the outlook grows worse for 
Wigginton in San Diego county. Senator

A CHAPTER OF SUICIDES, MURDERS, 


ETC.. IN SAN FRANCISCO. 


A Biting 
Frost in the Northwest.

PACIFIC COAST. 


Nan Francisco Nena. 
S a n F r a n c is c o, Aug. 23d.—The 
coroner’s office had a monopoly of 
news yesterday. About seven thirty 
a . m ., David T. O’Neil, a well known 
gambler, was shot and instantly kill­ 
ed by W. J. Taylor, a quasi sport and 
vender of bogus jewelery. The t rouble 
arose from Taylor inviting himself to 
drink with O’Niel and his party. Du­ 
ring the altercation which ensued, 
O’Neil struck Taylor with a cane, 
when the latter fired with fatal effect. 
Taylor has been jailed. 
Tuesday last Richard Laukenaw, 
grocer, corner of Howard and Beale 
streets, had some trouble with Ellen 
Loudain, one of his tenants, whom lie 
endeavored to turn out, when site 
struck him on the head with a decant­ 
er, from the effects of which lie died 
yesterday evening. The woman has 
been arrested on a charge of murder. 
Saturday night, two boys named 
Edward Sheridan, fifteen years old, 
and John Crowley, ten years old, got 
into a quarrel about the sale of some 
tickets for boys’ theater, which they 
were running in a cellar on Willow 
Avenue, between Laguna and Buchan- 
im streets, when Sheridan stabbed 
Crowley twice with a pocket knife. 
Cowley died of his wounds at noon 
yesterday. The charge of murder was 
entered against Sheridan, who was 
arrested shortly after the affray.

the other man. The woman they got 
off’ with was pregnant. She was the 
wife of the last man killed. The dead 
bodies were found on the trail.

S a v a n n a h , Ga., August 23d.—Gov. 
Smith and staff' left Sandersville, Ga., 
for Atlanta on Sunday. There were 
seven ringleaders and most of the 
officers of the company are under 
guard at Waynesboro and Meadville.

W a s h in g t o n , August 23.—A rather 
curious case was before the Commis­ 
sioner of Pensions to-day for his de­ 
cision. A woman who had been mar­ 
ried aud whose husband deserted her 
in 1860, was married again in 1862 to 
another man without actual divorce, 
although the law of Tennessee makes 
desertion for two years good grounds 
for divorce. 
The second husband be­ 
came a soldier and died in 1865. 
The 
Legislature of Tennessee, in 1873, 
passed an act legalizing the latter 
marriage and the woman now comes 
forward as an applicant for a pension, 
as the widow of a soldier husband. 
The Commissioner holds that, as the 
first parties had not been divorced at 
the time of the death of the soldier, 
when the claim occurred, the woman 
was not the lawful wife of the soldier, 
and the act of the Tennessee Legisla­ 
ture being retractive, is unconstitu­ 
tional, and would be void if it applied 
to the claim. 
R iver Report. 
W a s h in g t o n , August 23d. — The 
Signal Office furnishes the following 
special river report to-day: During the 
last twenty-four hours the Ohio river 
has fallen five inches at Pittsburg, 28 
inches at Cincinnati, 36 inches at Pa­ 
ducah. The river will continue to fail 
during Tuesday and Wednesday. The 
Mississippi river has fallen four inches 
inches at St. Louis, 37 inches at Cairo, 
17 inches at Memphis aud one inch at 
Helena, where the water is now forty 
feet and one inch deep. It has been 
stationary but is now rising at Vicks­ 
burg and its depth is forty feet and 
ten inches. The river will fall slowly 
at all stations during the day. The 
Cumberland and Red rivers have 
fallen slowly at all stations. Light 
rains have fallen in the Lower Mis­ 
souri valley and iu the valley of the 
Red River.
